Page 2:"Lt. Dyer also advised that a email booklet which had been 
seized from Oswald and which bore the title 'The Crime Against 8ube ' bore the fol- 
lowing rubber stamp impression: 'F PC C 544 Camp St*, "etc

At the bottom of this page also the pamphlet bore the 544 address. 

The pretense of an investigation o. this address, that undoubtedly was well-known 
to the FBI and diould have been to the 33, is presented this way: Every effort 
is being made to determine whether the FAIR PLAY £OR CUBA COMMITTEE ever occupied 
dpoce in the building located at this address." They knew. And they knew who did. 

1 suggest 
one of you write for a copy of Control 449 from a different files, it must be 
filed elsehwere. ■‘•his is a remote generation. 1 cannot find my list of Ferrie 
documents, classified and released. Perhaps it is in the copy for 0 in NO. I'd 

appreciate a copy of this if either of you has it and a copy of the suppressed 

document, I think from 75, 1 sent both of you after finding it in Tom's transcript 
tion in N.O. That is one of tae things we 9re to sue for. I'd like to include this. 

A hope that regardless of the status of his own efforts, Paul will agree to this, 
for getting this kind of thing before a court, where witnesses can be examined, I 
think is very important. If you agree, please update me or give me a new set of what 
you have so 1 can give it to Bud. Then I will merely make my general request to 
v inson last year more specific in renewing it to the new AG. We've got them over 
8 barrel oh this now.
